It  discusses  the  factors 
that  should  be  considered  and  decisions 
that  should  be  made  before  an  agree- 
ment is  drawn  up.  It  also  tells  how  to 
draw  up  the  agreement  and  explains 
some  of  the  tax  considerations.

Ants  in  the  home  and  garden:  How  to 
control  them.

This  revision  tells  how  to  locate  the 
ant  nest — the  first  step  in  the  control 
of  ants  in  the  home,  in  lawns,  and  in 
gardens.  Next,  it  explains  how  to  get 
rid   of  infestations   by  the   proper  ap- 


plication of  chlordane  and  other  insecti- 
cides. Finally,  it  explains  precautions 
that  should  be  taken  in  the  handling 
of  insecticides. 

Protecting  home-cured  meat  from  in- 
sects.

This  revised  bulletin  describes  insects 
that  commonly  attack  home-cured 
meat,  and  it  tells  how  they  may  be 
controlled.  The  insects  discussed  are 
cheese  skippers,  mites,  red-legged  ham 
beetles,  and  larder  beetles.  The  bulle- 
tin describes  preventive  measures  that 
will  control  the  insects  and  mites  and 
lists  precautions  in  the  use  of  insecti- 
cides. 

Lamb  in  family  meals:  A  guide  for 
consumers.  (G  124)  21  p.  30c\ 
Once  a  seasonal  meat  served  chiefly 
in  spring,  juicy  and  flavorful  lamb  is 
now  available  throughout  the  year. 
Lamb,  like  other  meats,  is  rich  in  es- 
sential  body-building   protein,   in   iron, 
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and  in  the  B  vitamins.  This  revision 
provides  consumers  with  tips  on  select- 
ing quality  lamb,  help  in  estimating 
how  much  lamb  to  buy  to  feed  a  family, 
a  guide  to  storing  lamb,  directions  and 
timetables  for  cooking  lamb,  and  main 
dish  recipes  featuring  lamb.  The  bul- 
letin also  contains  illustrations  to  help 
consumers  identify  lamb  cuts  they  are 
likely  to  find  in  retail  markets.

This  publication  describes  the  fowl 
tick  (also  called  the  bluebug  or  chicken 
tick),  which  injures  poultry  by  sucking 
blood.  It  prefers  chickens,  but  also 
attacks  other  poultry,  chieflly  turkeys, 
and  occurs  mostly  in  southern  States. 
Heavy  infestations  can  kill  fowl.  The 
leaflet  explains  identification,  and  gives 
control  methods  by  the  use  of  insecti- 
cides, sanitation,  and  management. 

Growing  black  walnuts  for  home  use.
